& correapondent who, as-he phrases it, bas 
had .“*the dubious pleasure of owning 
sovoral of thesa singularly indecont bensta,' 

‘The writer affirms that the ‘statement, of 
& previous ¢ trespondent that “The crea. 
‘bare ‘hag been known to go seven and eight 
days without drinking " is misleading. In 
the first place, he points oat, much 
naturally depends on whether the camel 
is in work or out of it, whethor hd is coyn- 
fed or not, and whether ‘the temperature is’ 


| is hot or cold. \ 


In Northern Kordofan (Anglo-Beypeian 
Soudan) three or four days of thirst is the 
common lot ofa corn-fed camel during the 
hot, dry weather, ,if in work; and four to 
six dea if oub of worr. In the winter-the 
same eamel in. work would be watered 
every six or seven days, and if out of work 
every soven to ten days! The above ap- 
plies; generally spenking, to the camels 
used hy the Camel Corps and by officials in 
the course of their work. 

But when we come to the gceat-herds of 
the nomad Arabs ‘the conditions ars dif- 
ferent. These beasts are not grainfed, and 
the majority of them do only occasional 
work or none st all. During the hottest. 
weather proceding the rains it is true that 
they are watered every four-to six days; 
theo during the rains (July to October)
